Though the president suffered much 
pain he was entirely serene, and the 
doctors gave ample assurance that no 
serious r< suits were possible from the 
effect of the operation. The only seri­ 
ous thing about the operation, it is 
asserted, Is that it will disable the 
president for a week or ten days. 
Secretary Cortelyou issued a state­ 
ment cancelling all the remaining en­ 
gagements of the trip, and at 7:4o the 
president was conveyed on a stretcher 
to his special train, which at once de­ 
parted for Washington. 
President Roosevelt’s courage, w'here 
ho is personally concerned, was strik­ 
ingly exhibited In this connection, 
A 
newspaper man who was at St. Vin­ 
cent’s hospital when the president was 
brought there for the operation, testi­ 
fies that tie; president was the coolest 
man of the lot. 
Senator Fairbanks, 
Senator Beveridge, Governor Durbin, 
and even tie- trained secret service 
men seemed worried, but not so with 
the president. 
He alighted from the 
carriage as calmly as though going 
to visit a friend Instead of to have an 
operation performed.

The President Sorry to Disappoint

Richmond, Ind., Sept. 24.— President 
Roosevelt’s train arrived here at 9:45 
p. rn. The president was resting easily 
and the wound on tils leg showed no 
ill efT'-cts from the short trip from the 
hospital to the train at Indianapolis. 
On the contrary, the president suf­ 
fered less pain than lie has for several 
days. 
He passed tho time during the 
run here in reading. 
He is cheerful 
and is lying in bed with his leg prop­ 
ped up on a pillow. The train will run 
on a slow schedule, making about 30 
miles an hour, and is due to arrive 
in Washington at 6:30 o’clock this 
evening. 
He will be taken to 22 Jack- ' 
son place, where Hie temporary execu­ 
tive offices are located. 
It was learned last night that the 
determination to abandon the trip was 
reached Monday, and notices to this 
effect were sent out that night from 
Detroit and yesterday from Indianap­ 
olis to those interested in tho places 
the president was to visit.
